The snnouncement that Andrew Jackson

Davin, the man who kas placed bhimsclt at the

hend of that sehool of free-thinkers who lay

great stress upon the “‘barmonics” el nature,
wonld give light to such as might wish fora
Mitle of that commodity, was sufficlent to @il
Washington Hall, at the corper of BEighth and
Bpring Garden streets, both in the morning and
evening, Owing, perhaps, to the threatening
mpeot  of  the weathor, his  audionoe
in the evening wae composed almost exclu-
sively of men, some of whom continned to keep
thielr eyes open duriog the whole of the dreary
diecourse, while many others prepared theme
solves for m homewnrd juuunt throoneh the ralo
by slight instalments of plumber. The exerclses,
an usunl, were opened and closed with sluging:
and o order tnst the “Harmonic Coronn-
tlonists" might show how absolute and
pupreme {8 thelr contempt tor the
customunry observanpe of the Chrla-
tinn  Sabbath, this singmmg was ol a
desidedly secular charncter, When the initinl
“wong" had died away, the great *'harmonic”
philogopher appearcd upon the stand, and
proved to be n man of stout build and bushy
peard, with & voice far from pleasunt, espe-
¢lally at the end of every other sentence, which
was wound up with a pecaliar intonation, He
discoursed somewhat s follows: —

MANIVESTATIONS OF THE INVINITE,

nrrive st its realization. For the purpoes of
achieving this object, they endarve privations,
trinle, and pensances, It §8 the grand exerlse
of thiz yearning spirit for an entrance intothe
renlm of the infinite that makes the crossa
crown, and pluces the masses under the influ-
ence of priesteraft, It is this vague ulliance of
man 1o the yastly infimte that makes him such
an wcomprehensible problem to himself, that
makes lig life so vague and drenmy. This
yearning for the intinite is what renders man
religious; the lack of it is what prevents mere
antmals Irom beluz religious. When touched |
by these Infinitle yearnings, muan i8 rouzed to
place himeelf higher (han the brate creation,
higher than he was beiore, The object of reli-
gion I8 to bring out these manitestations of the |
infinite: and were it not for this, his 11 would
be ke that of any other aaimal, up Lill ao
down alike.

The Inner or spiritual 1%e of man i8 nade ap
of the elements of love and wisdom—iove, ity
per cents wisdom, ifty per cent, Love s the
centremort of thog inmost e, and s divided
into ditferent classes—love of selr, love of paren-
tage, love of one's comiproion o marringe, love
of superiors, and upiversal tove ot all,  Wisdom
likewise appesrs under the didercnt forms of
utilization, justice, a desire of power,
the priuziples of duty, of beauty, and
of aspiration, and, lnet und greatest, an acgul-
escence in the yast hoarmonic coronation of
everything in the universe, The fundamental
Snuclple of the harmonie potlosophy which

pirituslists have beon proclmimicg for yeurs, is
pow being developed in science by those who
discourse upon the new doctrines of toe corre-
lation and conservation of forces, Spirituntists

the Ohristian Churoh, which, in hid way of
minklnr. looked upon the world as a groat
error, since God, (ts Orentor, was defeated and
the greater portion of mankind destroyed, He
thanked God for the Becond Advent theory.

Tho spenker ot this point diverted hishearers
with an excecdingly novel statement eoucern-
ing the nge of the globe we Inhabit, The world,
he #aid, 1s @ mere boy, not yet In his fifteenth
yonr ¢ n little older than Mercury, but tiot near
ns old as Mare, who was quile a young man in
comparivon, And, on account of its extrome
youib, it was joreed still to depend upon its
rm:-m. the sun, 1or hight and heat and zupport
n its proper place in the universe, The world,
howaver, in his miod, 1 an enterprising and
rrrfgrf*.mlve jouth, snd i8 trying to earn o
iving, He wa# quite contident that the
time would come when it would be
able 10 provide Wsell with Nfe and
beat und & place In the universs, with-
out dependence upon the parental sun, ns
al present.  Having made sush an immunse
reduction in the nge ol the world, it Is not sur-
prising that the speakor was forced to limit the
npe of humanity to that of a (ew daye, At thws
point the objoct of hin arithmetical retrogres-
glon wis apparent in the statement that, on
sccount of 118 excessive youth, humanity was
not yet in harmony; and on sccount of not
being o harmony, it I8 not at all strange that
men gel drunk, and fight, nnd war one upon
nnother, and retuse to ride w Bunday cars, snd
endure a5 a general thing a great deal more ol
mirery than of happiness,

have bad all manver of contomely heaped upoo
them for procintming doctrines similar to those
which are now being accepied in the selentitic
world.
THE EDUCATION OF MAN'S MENTALITY,

Having thus detned the character of the nar-
monic philosophy, the sveaker procceded iuto
a lengthy and delectable treatise upon the rela-
twns of wind and matter, and the maoner n
which the tormer 18 brooght into a realization
of the patore of the lugier, Moo i sitnnted iu
nature o a8 1o know nothing of 1t save through
the medikm of the senses, und these are capable
ol grasping no part of oature until motion of
gome Kind is imparted to it. The susceptinili-
ties of man are tonched only by those portions
ot matier which are attenuated, Throogh these,
cducntion is imparted to his mentality, Oun the
coutrary, a mere animal only learns to imitate—
its progeny 1s a3 lguordnt as 1t was lwsell betore
it was taught this imitation. But by this edu-
cation of his mentality, mau 18 rendered capuble
ot imparting knowledge to his progeny, walcn
is the source of the world's progress,

WHY CHRISTIANS SHOULD NOT 4B CHEBRFUL,

Having digposed of this brauch of by sabgoet,
the speaker proceeded 10 demolish the Chris-
tinn Church, sud the religion which it protesses
and teaches, because it stood so stoully 1t
way of & more general scceptance o his aur
monial pl'l'l.‘.(!lpi‘._‘.-l. He eould uot see how apy
man could be so hypoeritical, so rerrenn’ t al
the instinets of humanpity, a5 1o be a coeertul
Christisn, when almost the whole of the u.aan
race was on the way o hell, Unltariao sm,
however, the speaker consitdersd us pothlog
more than one puase of Spititualism, and toere
fore he excepted Irom his severe judsm it o
Christlunity a1l who professed thls pecolipe
creed, which was sometimes confounded with it

LUKATIC ASYLUMS THE PROFER
CHILISTIANE,

Having thus graciously relleyed the feellnzd
of the Doitarians, ihe speuker returneéd ti che
ontlpught on pure and upadulternted Chrie-
tianity, declaring that it 14 & degpicable and
atroclons outrage tor an evangelical to he
cheerful, It be believea that anything homan
wie destined 1o undergo porpetunl torture, bis
proper pince would be In an ipsaone asylam,
All who are stueere evangelienl Christinn: pre
to be tound in such places; and ail who protess
1o be evangelical Chvistians, and are nov nde
insnne by their belisl, are hypocrites,

The anrouncement by the spenker that all
the tioe snd hooest Chrstinns i the world are
1o be found o lonaic ssylums, appeared rregtile
to edity and deiight o lawge majority o Lis
avdience.

He
shought that if we had no futare as a race, in-
tellizent and reflective people would have no
hope whatever,

A LITTLE DLASPHEMY INDULGED IN,

Huving apared Chrictianity for o long o time,
the spenker here apain gave his attention to
thitt obnoxious obstacle to hnrmonious develop-
ment, this tme miming b the very sources of
bellef itself, He did not eoneider the God of
Evangelical Christianity, whose name is Jeho-
voh, ns the God of the nniverse, It was ajmere
crention of the Jews, and be alwaye insiewed
opon spelling it with a little “g'' Evidently
his ancience =aw uotbing partaking of blas.
phemy in this, for they considered it a fit subjec
for laughier.

As for the C)iristing Church, it esnnot and
dare not grow, being rooted fn conservatism ; it
worshiipped the past, the cro2s of two thousand
years awo. The only churches to which he
accorded the privilese of mowth were those
which wore shona of thoir Evangalicalism, such
as the Unitarinns, Universalistz, Quakers, and
Shakors, These, he admitted, were openinge
new paths for bumanity, The churohes feel tnis
restrajut and work hard 1o counteract i, sending
their missioparics everywhere, But they dare
not now gay that any who differ with them ure
not sincere, They can only go about, warning
mothers that the wolves are abroad, and cau-
tionivg them to ave their children baptized by
way of precaution, and aleo to have them ine
strieted in the catechism and Scriptures of two
thonsand yenr# ngro. The seripture of the corre.
lation and conscrvation of forees must be
avoided. But this seripture is bringing aan up,
like spiritunlisin, Selonece is working up fato
the light, as spiritunlism is working down trom
the light,

GRINDING THE BVIL OUT OF THE GOOD.

The harmomsl philosophier  hereupon in-
formed his hewrers that bhe did not opoose
in totp the Bible, and the good actions which
spring from & behef fn s, Spiritualists are not
ahsolnte negntionists; they still wccept what-
ever iv good und spphieable in ola books, snd

can bring us liie, Spiritunlism comes us a
commentary on the pust, roevealing  many
things heretofore hidden in i, Spirituahists
nre the gatherers of toe harvest; they take the
good and few upon it, but are care-
ful Lo erind oul the evil ;
tbey puss through the mill of their

new investigation all the relieions of the puast,
and grind oif toe hulls, as the miller grinds ol
the bulls of the buckwheat to get the seratoh
out of {r. Before they swallow u fsh, they take
the bones out of ib; but beenuse they won't
swallow bones and all, they are termed infidel«,
The evangelicnl doctzine 8 whole whale and
whole Testament, or none of citber., The
people would yer see tlint they had been more
sepred than hurt by spiritualism, and thar it |
brought to humanity & greater Scriptire than |
the old.
